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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5, and 1 1-16 are pending. 

Upon review and reconsideration, the previous restriction requirement is vacated. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-5, 1 1-16, drawn solely to methods of treating or preventing an 
angioproliferative condition comprising administering a protease, classified in 
class 424, subclass 184.1. 

II. Claims 1-5, 1 1-16, drawn solely to methods of treating or preventing an 
angioproliferative condition comprising administering DNA, classified in class 
514, subclass 44. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The inventions of Groups I-II are materially distinct methods which differ at least in objectives, 
method steps, reagents and/or dosages and/or schedules used, response variables, and criteria for 
success. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. Furthermore, because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
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above and the search required for one group is not required for another group, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
Species Requirement: 

Claims 2 and 13 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising 
distinct diseases including, but not limited to, melanomas, ocular retinopathy, endometriosis, and 
psoriasis which differ at least in etiology, pathology, and mechanisms. Furthermore, the above 
tissues encompass separate and distinct cell types with different morphologies and functions such 
that one species could not be interchanged with the other. As such, each species would require 
different searches and the consideration of different patentability issues. 



Claims 5 and 16 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising the 
following proteases:

3) other cysteine proteases 



4) a fragment or active site thereof 



5) HagArep peptide 



The products of the above species represent separate and distinct molecules with different 
structures and functions such that one species could not be interchanged with the other. As such, 
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each species would require different searches and the consideration of different patentability 
issues. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
